High enrollment trend continues 


Nursing school enrollment nationwide and at Rush 
increased again this year. In 1992, our enrollment was 480, 
and in 1993, it was 513. We project the enrollment for 
September 1994 to be 650 students. This is a positive trend, 
since health care reform will increasingly demand that nurs- 
es with advanced education serve as leaders in managed 
care, both in the hospital and in outpatient settings. Experts 
predict that by the year 2005, the number of college-educat- 
ed RNs needed by the industry will be short by 600,000. We 
are doing our part to make up for that anticipated shortfall. 

As you know, the cost of nursing education is already 
often beyond the reach of excellent candidates we hope 
to attract. Yet for the college to continue offering quality 
programs, we must increase tuition by 5 percent this fall. 
Outside support eases the financial strain on our students, 
and makes it possible for more of them to attain their 
professional goals. 

For the past 18 years, the Woman’s Board of Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center has provided more 
than $505,000 in scholarship aid to our students. It was for 
this ongoing support that the Convocation Committee of the 
College of Nursing honored the Woman’s Board with this 
year’s Friend of Nursing Award. We thank them for their 
commitment to nursing education! 
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College of Nursing accolades 


US News & World Report recently ranked graduate nursing 
programs across the country for their reputation for scholar- 
ship, curriculum, and quality of faculty and graduate stu- 
dents. The 201 schools are all accredited by the National 
League for Nursing. Our College of Nursing was ranked 
16th—a great tribute to Rush. 

Our distinguished faculty has contributed much to the

Changes in leadership and testing 


In December 1993, Donna Ipema, Ph.D., R.N., director of 
curriculum and instruction for the last five years, left the 
college to become provost of Concordia-West Suburban 
College of Nursing in Oak Park, IL. Lois Halstead, Ph.D., 
R.N., associate professor and assistant chair in education for 
maternal-child nursing, was appointed acting director for 
seven months. 

Effective July 1, Dr. Halstead will be appointed to the 
expanded and newly titled position, director of academic 
services. She has been with the college since 1984, and her 
contributions to the educational programs in curriculum 
development, planning and leadership have been laudatory. 

As of April 1994, the National Council Licensure 
Examination for registered nurses is being administered by 
computer for the first time. After graduation, students sched- 
ule an appointment to take the exam at one of 81 sites 
across Illinois. Last year, 94 percent of our graduates passed 
this difficult test. 


The practice of nursing 


This year, the Rush Home Care Network, the Medical 
Center’s home health care agency, will pass the 100,000 visit 
mark. Increased use of the network’s services has made a 
significant contribution to the decreased length of stay at the 
Medical Center. Reducing length of stay is the No. 1 goal to 
decrease the Medical Center’s expenses. 

Also, administrators at the network have submitted a 
business plan for a joint venture hospice program within the 
Rush System for Health. 

Finally, happy 10th anniversary to the Professional 
Nursing Staff at Rush. Thanks for being there for nurses at 
Rush and for making a difference.

Nurse practitioner Linda Clemmings, M.S., R.N. (Rush ’75), 
ushers Jones into one of two sparse examination rooms and 
fastens a blood pressure cuff around her right arm. 

“Hmmm, 160/100—your blood pressure is high,” the 
Rush nurse of 28 years tells her patient. “But don’t worry, 
there are more than 30 different medications to treat high 
blood pressure—we have beta blockers and calcium chan- 
nels. We'll find the one that is right for you.” 

After consulting her eight-inch thick Physician Desk 
Reference book—Clemmings’ “Bible” on the job—and in keep- 
ing with the office protocol, she switches ee medication 
from Plendil to 30 mg of Adalat, a calcium channel blocker. 

“We can increase your dosage,” she tells Jones, “but let’s 
see how you're feeling. You drop in sometime next week and 
we'll recheck your blood pressure. If you feel sick, call me.” 

Jones smiles and says she likes the personalized, unhur- 
ried care she receives from her “doctor.” “She’s very con- 
cerned about me, and I’ve only been coming to this clinic 
for a month,” says Jones, who, like many of the South Shore 


Health Center patients, was 
referred from the emergency 
room at nearby Provident 
Hospital for follow-up 

and care. 

Clemmings, who has 
worked at the inner-city clinic 
two days a week since 
October 1993, has become 
something like a family doctor 
to many of her patients. The 
51-year-old nurse practitioner 
takes patient histories, per- 
forms head-to-toe physicals, 
does Pap smears, orders labo- 
ratory tests, immunizes chil- 
dren and targets medical prob- 
lems. In consultation with 
Diane Damper MD. PhDs 
the clinic’s medical director, 
she also diagnoses and pre- 
scribes medications. 

“Nurse practitioners can 
diagnose a bladder infection, 
or strep throat and determine 
appropriate treatment,” says 
Clemmings. “There is a short- 
age of primary care physicians 
in this country and nurse prac- 
titioners are helping to fill an incredible need. 

“We provide care to impoverished people who might 
otherwise fall through the cracks,” says Clemmings, who 
sees 15 to 20 patients a day. 

Take, for instance, Maria, a 21-year-old diabetic under 
Clemmings’ care for acidosis—extremely high blood sugar. 
Maria who has been hospitalized twice for this problem, is 
what Clemmings refers to as ‘noncompliant.’ 

“Average blood sugar is 70 to 110; Maria’s is running 335— 
and the scary part is that she insists she’s following a proper 
diet and taking her medications,” says Clemmings. “If we 
don’t get this in check, she could die before she turns 25.” 

The community health nurse speaks from experience— 
she was diagnosed with diabetes at age 9. “Health mainte- 
nance and disease prevention and promotion are important 
parts of my job,” says Clemmings. “I remind women when 
it’s time to have their mammograms, and counsel sexually 
active teens.” 

In 1993, more than 1,100 people flocked to the 2,000- 
square-foot clinic at 1818 East 71st Street—a renovated 
Firestone tire building. From January through March 1994, 
750 people have nicacy, come to the clinic. To keep pace 
with the demand for affordable and accessible primary and 
preventive services, the clinic—which is operated by the 
United Church of Christ—plans to expand by the fall. 

In the wake of health care reform, Clemmings predicts 
that nurse practitioners will play an increasingly important 
role in the delivery of ambulatory care. “Primary ambulatory 
care is the engine that will drive the future of the health 
care system,” she says. “I’m glad I can be a part of it.”

She earned clinical 
honors for nursing excellence from Susan L. MacLean, 
Ph.D., R.N., practitioner-teacher in medical nursing. Dr. 
MacLean, who taught Mroz in her first clinical practicum, 
Foundations of Nursing, believes Mroz will make an excep- 
tional nurse. 

“Even as a beginning student, Elisa provided safe, effec- 
tive, organized care to a variety of complex, often physically 
and emotionally challenging patients,” says Dr. MacLean.

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Rush Launches New Hospice Program

Recognizing a need to provide hospice 
care for patients served by the 

Rush Home Care Network, Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center 
is launching a new program to care for 
the terminally ill. Called Rush Hospice 
Partners, the program is scheduled to 
begin March 10, 1995. 

“The Rush Home Care Network is a 
service that reports to the Division of 
Nursing at Rush,” Kathleen Gainor 
Andreoli, D.S.N., Vice President, Nurs- 
ing Affairs, and Dean, College of Nurs- 
ing, said. “It’s a growing service that 
increases its business about 20% every 
year, with up to 130,000 home visits 
projected for next year. A major reason 
it is growing is that the average length 
of stay in the hospital is decreasing.” 


Seamless Care 


Last year, Dean Andreoli said, about 
400 patients served by the Rush Home 
Care Network had to go elsewhere for 
hospice care because Rush did not 
have its own program. Patients who 
were receiving home health care from 
Rush were forced to discontinue that 
care when they were diagnosed as ter- 
minally ill because Medicare would 
pay for their care only through a rec- 
ognized hospice program. 

“We thought that establishing a hos- 
pice program would give our patients 
seamless care until death,” she said. 
“Then we reviewed hospice programs 
in the Chicago area and found that 
there were 34 such programs already 
operating successfully. We wondered if 
starting another one would be a good 
business venture.” 

Dean Andreoli and her colleagues 
also found that several affiliated hospi- 
tals in the Rush System for Health 
already had successful hospice pro- 
grams in operation. “It occurred to us 
that since one of the goals of the Rush 
System for Health is to share resources 
and capitalize on each other’s strengths, 
we could capitalize on those hospice 
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Zyra Gordon-Smith, a Rush ho

programs already operating.” 

The three affiliated hospitals with 
hospice programs—lIllinois Masonic 
Medical Center in Chicago, Oak Park 
Hospital, and Westlake Community 
Hospital in Melrose Park—joined the 
Rush Home Care Network in forming a 
not-for-profit hospice business and 
hospice network as part of the Rush 
System for Health. 


A Prototype 


The business plan for Rush Hospice 
Partners was approved by the manage- 
ment committee of Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Medical Center in June. “This 
is the first system-wide corporate ven- 
ture owned by Rush,” Dean Andreoli 
said. “It will serve as a prototype for 
others to follow.” 

Although 95% of hospice care is 
given in the home, state and federal 
licensing agencies require that hospi- 


tals with an approved hospice pro- 
gram must have beds set aside for 
hospice care. “If patients being cared 
for at home are terminally ill and 
need to be taken to the hospital for 
care, Rush and the other hospitals 
have made beds available for them. 
Normally hospice care is no longer 
than six months in length under 
Medicare regulations,” she said. 

In 1993, approximately 9,500 
patients received hospice care in the 
Chicago area. The goal of Rush’s hos- 
pice program is to provide palliative 
medical care and supportive social, 
emotional, and spiritual services to the 
terminally ill and their families, primarily 
in the patient’s home. 

The hospice concept was first intro- 
duced in the United States by Dame 
Cicely Saunders from London in a lec-

Student News. In June, 188 stu- 
dents were graduated from the College 
of Nursing, bringing the grand total of 
graduates of the College to 3,182. This 
was our largest class in the last eight 
years. The numbers of graduates in 
each degree program were: B.S. = 101, 
M.S. = 64, N.D. = 15, D.N.Sc. = 8. 

As you may recall, our newest 
degree program, the Doctor of Nursing 
(N.D.), was initiated in 1989. As of this 
year, 45 nurses have graduated with the 
degree. It is an advanced degree for 
nurse practitioners and an important 
response to the health-care reform 
mandates concerning health promotion 
and disease prevention. Currently, there 
are 85 students enrolled in the N.D. 
program. Clearly the program’s popu- 
larity is growing. In fact, the College of 
Nursing is growing in its total enroll- 
ment. This September’s enrollment is 
the highest in our history, topping off 
at 602. 

Since April, our prelicensure pro- 
gram graduates have had the opportu- 
nity to take the new computerized 
National Council License Examination,

which is now the largest computerized 
adaptive licensure examination pro- 
gram in the United States. Our Rush 
graduates have a pass rate on this test 
of 98%. This is an indication of the 
quality of our teaching and curriculum. 


Cultural Diversity. The 
College of Nursing is actively imple- 
menting a strategic plan. One of our 
goals is to increase multicultural diver- 
sity in the student body, faculty, and 
curriculum. In response to the chal- 
lenge, a task force was appointed to 
examine our strengths, weaknesses, 
and potential in accomplishing this 
goal. The task force produced a report 
entitled, Linking Excellence and 
Access in Rush Nursing (LEARN), that 
included 17 recommendations. 

Five of the recommendations have 
been selected for implementation this 
year. They are: modifying the admis- 
sions process, enhancing multicultural 
understanding and education in the 
College, increasing financial assistance, 
emphasizing leadership, and expanding 
our high school pre-nursing program

for minority students. To help imple- 
ment these goals, we have created a 
newly funded position, Director of 
Multicultural Affairs, in the Dean’s 
office. We are actively recruiting for this 
position with the expectation that the 
individual who fills it will plan, devel- 
op, and direct a broad-based multicul- 
tural program that makes a difference. 


Faculty News. We are especially 
proud of the success of selected faculty 
in obtaining external funding in recent 
months for research: 

e Dr. Joyce Keithley, Professor, 
Department of OR/Surgical Nursing, 
received a federal grant of $290,000 for 
three years to study nutritional supple- 
mentation for outpatients with HIV 
infection. 

e Dr. Virginia Maikler, Associate 
Professor, Department of Maternal/Child 
Nursing, has received funding of 
$100,000 to study pain intervention for 
children with sickle cell disease. 

e Dr. Margaret Faut-Callahan, 
Professor, Department of OR/Surgical 
Nursing, received a training grant of 
$70,000 for the Nurse Anesthesia 
Program. 

e Dr. Joseph Zbilut, Professor, 
Department of OR/Surgical Nursing, 
received $26,500 to study patients with 
ventricular tachycardia. 


Remodeling. For the first time in 
20 years, Schweppe Sprague Hall is 
undergoing major remodeling.

ture on holistic care at Yale University. 
Home hospice services were first 
offered in this country in 1974 in 
Branford, Conn. 

Medicare began paying for hospice 
care in 1984, and Illinois began pay- 
ing for hospice benefits under 
Medicaid in 1988. In five of the health 
care reform bills introduced in 
Congress in 1994, hospice care is 
listed as a basic health care benefit. 
Nationwide, the number of Medicare- 
certified hospices has grown from 31 
in 1984 to 1,368 in 1993. 

“We will use the best methods avail- 
able to provide hospice patients with 
comfort and palliative treatment for 
pain,” Dean Andreoli said. “It will be a 
customer-oriented business responsive to 
the patients’ needs. We intend to offer 
the service to patients at all affiliated hos- 


pitals in the Rush System for Health. It 
will be high-quality, cost-effective care.” 

Medicare requirements for hospices 
call for an interdisciplinary team of 
physicians, nurses, social workers, 
trained volunteers, and a chaplain to 
coordinate all home and inpatient care. 
The hospice must also provide bereave- 
ment counseling for the patient’s family 
prior to the death of the patient and up 
to one year afterward. 

Services must be available 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week on an on- 
call basis. Five percent of the care must 
be given by volunteers who are spe- 
cially trained to give emotional, physi- 
cal, psychosocial, and bereavement 
support to the patient and his or her 
family. 

Rush Hospice Partners will meet all 
Medicare requirements and strive to 
improve the care of terminally ill 
patients in the Chicago area.
